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our greatest Assemblies, the 47th meeting 

must certainly be regarded as one of our 
most significant and notable. Looking back, we must 
realize that the General Assembly is the heart, the 
spirit, and the strength of the Church of God. Since 
1906 it has been so, and it shall probably always be 
so. It is the hub at which all the spokes of church 
activity converge, the core upon which the body is 
built, and the gravity that unites and solidifies the 
mass. 

It is at the General Assembly that fellowship is 
welded, policy is established and motion is begun 
and given direction. It is therefore gratifying to note 
that none of the vitality and earnestness of the 
earliest meetings have been lost today. There have 
been changes, but those changes are due to growth 
and maturity rather than to any change in essence 
and spirit. 

The debates of this Assembly were as vigorous as 
any we have ever had, and yet there was agreement 
of mind and purpose that reflects a deep-seated love 
and esteem for one another. For instance, there was 
an almost unparalleled unity in the voting for our 
general officials. The General Overseer, despite the 
fact that limitation made the selection of a new one 
necessary, was chosen on the nominating ballot! One 
Assistant General Overseer was selected on the first 
ballot and the second on the nominating ballot. The 
General Secretary-Treasurer was chosen on the sec- 
ond ballot, and the National Sunday School and Youth 
Director was named on the nominating ballot. Elec- 
tion of the Council of Twelve showed remarkable 
unanimity when six councillors were elected on the 
nominating ballot. This means that more than half 
of the persons elected to office at this General As- 
sembly were chosen by receiving a majority of 
nominations, so that even a first ballot was not neces- 
sary. It is doubtful that any greater demonstration 
of confidence has ever been made. 

The Assembly also brought out dramatically the 
evangelistic pulse of the church. This was especially 
true concerning the program of the colored work. I 
have never observed greater determination or a more 
purposeful ardor among our colored brethren. The 
new overseer of the colored work, J. T. Roberts (the 


WU): ONE MAY hesitate to call it one of 
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first white man to hold this position), impressed the 
observers that this important work is about to begin 
its first real phase of evangelism and expansion. 

The attention paid to the eye-opening display of the 
Evangelism Committee revealed our abiding concern 
here. Further manifestation of this came from the 
mission service and the rally for the national radio 
broadcast (about which more will be said in a later 
Evangel). I would like to venture a prediction that in 
years ahead this will prove to be one of the most 
decisive steps ever taken by the Church of God Re- 
member that it is always in retrospect that the true 
importance of things can be discerned.-It is generally 
afterward that steps of progress are recognized as 
such. For the present, our minds are usually too ob- 
sessed by our anxieties, apprehensions, frustrations 
and fears to take proper note that a lump of good 
leaven has been put into the loaf. It will do its work, 
nevertheless. 

Of late, the world has become increasingly aware 
of us and our activities. In earlier years we were 
little noted when we came together, unless it was in 
disdain, or with tongue-in-cheek attitude. Not so to- 
day, as you will note by reading the report on pages 
8 and 9. The Public Relations Committee was kept 
busy with newspaper reporters, photographers, long 
distance calls and other inquiries concerning the 
meeting, the church itself, and the Pentecostal move- 
ment in general. What we do and what we say has 
come to be a matter of public concern. They have 
seen that our customs and our teachings are con- 
victions instead of ‘“‘peculiarities” and that our people 
are responsible and respectable citizens instead of the 
“cranks” they once presumed us to be. Now that we 
have gained this voice, we must use it with discretion 
and sincerity. 

It should also be observed that among the numerous 
greetings and invitations sent to the meeting was a 
portfolio from the city of Memphis, the mayor, and 
the Governor of Tennessee, urging the Assembly to 
return for the meeting of 1960. And less than fifty 
years ago a candidate for governor promised that, if 
elected, he would run the Church of God out of 
Tennessee! 

The meeting focused attention on all the Pente-

of the General Assembly those services that 
seemed most important would be a difficult 
task indeed, for all the services were special. 

In the opening service, where thousands of Church 
of God people from all over the world had gathered, 
we listened with our hearts enraptured while our 
General Overseer, Brother Morehead, spoke to us. He 
reminded us that we were “chosen of God, ...a 
holy priesthood to offer up spiritual sacrifices, ac- 
ceptable to God by Jesus Christ.” As he preached 
with a mighty anointing, we saw ourselves as a “pos- 
session of God, a chosen generation, a royal priest- 
hood, an holy nation, a peculiar people”; that we 
should “show forth the praises of Him who hath 
called us out of darkness into his marvelous light.’ 
After hearing this great address, no one can doubt 
the importance of the responsibiiity that God has 
placed upon His Church in this world. 

On Wednesday morning we felt our hearts greatly 
touched as we witnessed, in solemn reverence, the 
memorial service under the direction of Brother David 
L. Lemons. In this service, Brother Lemons gave honor 
to the 72 ministers who had passed on since the 
General Assembly in 1956. As Brother Lemons put it, 
these 72 ministers “had been promoted from the 
battle front conquest of holiness to their eternal re- 
wards.” Also, he pointed out that “The memory of the 
just is blessed.” As the service continued, we were 
made aware of the fact that in order for us to re- 
ceive a crown at the end of the way, we must now 
deny ourselves and seek only to glory in the cross of 
Christ. Then at the end we were reminded that we 
shall trade the old cross for a crown. 

Another real specialty of the General Assembly was

the youth service. Our hearts thrilled to the singing 
of a great youth choir, directed by Brother A. T. 
Humphries. Then, there were honors bestowed upon 
young people from all sections of the United States 
who had won the following titles: National Bible Quiz 
Champion, Jack Scarborough, of Tampa, Fla.; Sun- 
day School Superintendent of the Year, Hoyt Elliott, 
of Nashville, Tenn.; Leader of the Year, Mable Hold- 
man, of St. Joseph, Mo. After this the youth directors 
from various states were awarded for their work in 
winning national contests in the youth department. 
As these young people stepped into the bright spot- 
light to be rewarded, we were made to feel that one 
day we all “shall stand before the judgment seat of 
Christ” to be rewarded for what we have done for 
Him. This youth service was climaxed with a message 
by Brother Luther Turner which was both a blessing 
and a challenge. He stressed the need for young peo- 
ple to be real soldiers of the cross who would be 
yielded to God in this dark age when there is so 
much danger and abounding evil. 

Without a doubt, the missions program on Thurs- 
day evening made the greatest impression on the 
great congregation gathered in that large assembly 
hall. We heard reports of the mission work around 
the world and realized what a vast undertaking it is 
to “preach the gospel to every creature.” What we 
witnessed that night was only a minor part of a great 
spiritual chain reaction that has been taking place 
for less than half a century. Church of God mis- 
sions, which is the very heart and core of the church’s 
commission, started with only a very feeble effort. To- 
day the combined efforts of all the missionaries make 
up a gigantic army moving for God in this world.

HE GENERAL ASSEMBLY of the Church of 

God is actually the gathering of all ministers 

and local churches or their representatives who 
in times past were won by evangelism into this fel- 
lowship. Were it not for evangelism there would be no 
local churches. Christianity would be unknown with- 
out the efforts of called men of God making efforts 
to reach those outside Christ. 

The history of the Church shows a very small be- 
ginning with very few constituents, but the fact of 
being small did not discourage them. The fire of 
anointing and the drive of compassion sent them in 
different directions in search of souls to bring to the 
Lord. To read the history “Like a Mighty Army” is 
very much like reading the book of the Acts of the 
Apostles in observing its push into different countries, 
cities, towns, and villages to take territory for God. 

The Church of God has always been keenly aware 
that its commission is the great commission as re- 
corded in Matthew 28:19, 20, “Go ye therefore, and 
teach all nations, baptizing them in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost: 
Teaching them to observe all things whatsoever I 
have commanded you: and, lo, I am with you alway, 
even unto the end of the world.” With this com- 
mandment in mind, the church is very directional in 
its endeavors. The one purpose of the church is to 
“seek and save that which was lost,” and even though 
many departments seem to be active only within 
their own area and sphere, they are serving as

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supply lines and feeders to the chief aim of the 
church. No other purpose takes precedence over that 
of soul-winning. 

The General Assembly is a time set aside biennially 
for the church to come together for a retrospection 
of its efforts that it might improve and accentuate 
its drive of over-all evangelism. This 47th Assembly 
went about this work in an attitude of earnestness. 

From the opening of the Assembly throughout its 
entirety, we sensed the ever present desire to do 
greater things toward reaching the lost. It was no- 
ticeable in the prayers as we heard men say, “We 
pray for a world-wide revival.” In the council session 
we would hear the statement, “We need to pray for 
a revival.” 

In their messages the ministers urged accelerated 
efforts in evangelism as the stronghold, against sub- 
version and apostasy which are more in evidence as 
time goes by. 

The evangelism committee, assigned the task of 
working out details of our soul-winning efforts, has 
presented numerous suggestions for various levels of 
evangelistic endeavors, two of which I will mention. 
First the “Pioneers for Christ” which is a program of 
personal evangelism wherein the individual takes it 
upon himself to increase his efforts and pledges him- 
self to the assigned task. It goes without saying that 
personal soul-winning is a most effective method. Sec- 
ond, the latest and most outstanding program is that 
of an inauguration of a national radio broadcast 


' which is known to have the greatest outreach of the 


media available to religious efforts. Television probably 
could be more effective but the availability is limited 
so far. An outstanding minister, Rev. Earl P. Paulk, 
Jr., was selected to represent the church on this net- 
work effort. Brother Paulk has done excellent work 
in the field of radio and television. It is hoped that 
thousands can be won to the Lord in this effort. 

A very strong appeal for evangelism among the 
colored people was made by Rev. J. T. Roberts, over- 
seer of the colored work. He requested that our 
churches lend a hand in helping to reach the mil- 
lions among the colored people who would be receptive 
to our message. We expect a wide response to this 
evangelistic appeal. 

As we look back upon this Assembly and its ar- 
rangement for world-wide reach, we are convinced 
that our plans are designed to produce great accom- 
plishments in reaching the- unreached. 
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N A COLD, bleak day, January 26, 1906, 21 

persons gathered in the home of J. C. Murphy 

for the first General Assembly of the Church 
of God. Those courageous souls were met to plan for 
the progress of an infant church scarcely born. So 
intent was their concentration upon the problems at 
hand that they were hardly aware of the snow fall- 
ing outside. They were filled with an urgency “to 
press into every open door... and work with greater 
zeal and energy for the spread of the glorious gospel 
of the Son of God. 


In subsequent Assemblies the number of delegates 
increased but so did the problems. Matters of doctrine, 
practice, and policy were discussed frankly, some- 
times heatedly, but always with the ultimate purpose 
of agreement. Occasionally, the Assemblies involved 
themselves with subjects which threatened to rupture 
the fellowship of the group, but always a workable 
agreement was found. Such subjects as divorce and 
the church evoked reverberations which caused great 
apprehension among some. The pain these occasions 
caused, however, has been long since accepted as 
“growing pains.” 

Those early Assemblies were not always conducted 
under the exact rules of parlimentary law! One mod- 
erator would place the measure before the group with 
these instructions: “Those of you who are in favor 
of the motion let it be known by your silence.” Then 
he would say, “Those opposed may say ‘no.’” When 
the opposition would then speak he would rebuke 
them with the words, “Quiet! You have voted already 
by your silence that you favored the measure.” More 
than one delegate hurried home to become more 
familiar with Roberts’ Rules of Order! 


From the first General Assembly, the group de- 
clared, “We do not consider ourselves a legislative or 
executive body but judicial only.” The theoretic ideal 
was for the General Assembly to “judiciously govern 
itself by a common interpretation of the Scriptures.” 
The judicial approach to government has remained 
the intention of all subsequent Assemblies. It is not, 
however, an easy ideal to maintain. The hard fact 
is that when a judicial interpretation becomes an 
accepted rule, the consequence is uncomfortably close 
to legislative law. 


The 21 persons who constituted the first General 
Assembly hardly dreamed that, in just over 50 years,

thousands would gather for such a meeting. Yet, on 
August 19-23, 1958 in Memphis, Tennessee, approxi- 
mately 15,000 persons gathered for the 47th General 
Assembly. Such phenomenal growth, over a short 
period of time, inevitably produces change. These 
changes, which range from radical to negligible, 
probably indicate the tendencies and trends of the 
group. 

As one seeks to analyze the basic precepts which 
stimulated and guided the early Assemblies in com- 
parison with those which prevail today, he is made to 
feel, however, that the changes which have taken 
place have been to accommodate the growth of the 
group’s concepts and number rather than any shift 
in the foundational principles which have governed 
the Assemblies since 1906. Necessarily the “family 
status” of the Assembly has changed. That is, no long- 
er does the one delegate know every other delegate 
by the first name. To a degree, therefore, the As- 
semblies have come to be conducted on a more busi- 
nesslike, impersonal basis. A nearer approach to cor- 
rect parlimentary law has been adopted. More requi- 
site work is done by committees. These developments 
have created a more orderly, systematic procedure. 

Subjects stimulating widely divergent opinions still 
find their way to the agenda. Heated discussions, 
sometimes portentous and foreboding, occasionally 
characterize the debates. But, the same underlying 
motivation to discover what is best for the church, 
in keeping with the Holy Scriptures, remains the 
vogue of the Assemblies. It is doubtful that the dis- 
cussions are one whit more heated now than 30 years 
ago. 

Attention from the religious and secular press has 
made the Assemblies more conscious of their respon- 
sibility to the world and more careful in decorum 
and: procedure. Press releases are sought for and 
secured during the Assembly sessions. Resolutions 
touching on world problems and important domestic 
subjects are released and sometimes receive extensive 
coverage by the wire service. 

The programs of the General Assemblies reflect the 
march of progress made in the church. Missions, 
education, youth, Sunday School, L.W.W.B., children’s 
home and evangelism are all recognized in the serv- 
ices. It is not unusual for a new book written by our 
own author to be presented to the group. The whole

Just to let the thousands of people who were not 
privileged to attend know how orderly the meeting 
was, I will relate one happening. The writer, who has 
been a full-time minister in the church for more 
than 30 years, has served in almost every capacity in 
the church, has been in every General Assembly 
since 1927, has been in every Ministers’ Council since 
1931, and has served on the Supreme Council for a 
number of years, was met by a husky, young, sergeant 
at arms at the door of the Council room. Said he, 
“I know your face and who you are, but you have 
not registered. Go to the end of the line. When you

OR THE THIRD time since 1954, Church. of 

God folks have left a good impression on the 

people of Memphis. Men and women who at- 
tended the 47th biennial General Assembly won the 
respect of cab drivers, cafe owners, hotel managers, 
city officials and religious leaders, both Protestant 
and Catholic. This was shown by a spot check with 
citizens of all walks of life the week after the big 
five-day meeting ended on August 23. 

Memphis civic leaders, including Mayor Edmund 
Orgill and Chamber of Commerce officials, said they 
would like to see the General Assembly return to 
Ellis Auditorium in 1960. 

What caused this high regard for visiting Church of 
God delegates? Some of the reasons, if we’re going to 
be honest about it, are selfish on the part of Mem- 
phians.

Let’s take a close look at a few of them: 

Rev. T. O. Slaughter, president of the Memphis 
Ministerial Association, said he felt the General As- 
sembly strengthened the spiritual life of the entire 
city.

About the only complaint came from a Main Street 
liquor store owner. “They passed me up by the thou- 
sands,” he said. 

Even the beauty of many Church of God women 
made a favorable impression. Complimentary re- 
marks by a number of Memphians, especially women, 
indicated they were intrigued that the women could 
look so attractive and well groomed without wearing 
make-up. 

The news which came out of the General Assembly 
apparently contained enough variety to get the at- 
tention of many people. For example, plans to launch 
a nationwide radio ministry, the church’s first at- 
tempt of its kind, aroused comment among radio 
personnel of a local station the following night at the 
Memphis Press Club. They described the venture as a 
“progressive step” for the church to make.

WAS INTERESTED in finding out why our 
_Q)womes attend the General Assembly, and, to 

that end, I interviewed a number of them. Below 
are given some representative answers. 

The unanimity of opinions offered was surprising, 
and gave rise to the speculation that not without 
reason do persons outside our ranks comment on the 
remarkable unity among Church of God people. 

1. Why do you come to the General Assembly? “I 
come to receive a spiritual blessing.”

“The Assembly has a good 
influence.” “. . . an uplifting influence.” “There is a 
mellow spirit this year.” “To see such large numbers 
who serve the Lord encourages us to feel stronger 
when we are back home where only a few serve Him.” 

5. Do you encourage your children to come to the 
Assembly? “Yes.” How are they helped? 

a. “They get acquainted with other Christian 
young people.” 

b. “They receive spiritual uplift.” 

c. “They see the unity of the church.”

d. “They understand better how our church func- 
tions.” 

e. “They find themselves a part of a great com- 
pany who hold the same faith and practices, 
which has a stabilizing influence.” 


It will be easily seen that our women attend the 
Assembly for reasons that are valid and good. They 
return to the field quickened by the impact of what 
they have seen and heard.

field of Christian responsibility has been approached 
by the church and each area receives its respective 
recognition. This could have hardly occurred in the 
early Assemblies. 

This year, for the first time, the Assembly adopted 
a central theme: “Holiness belongeth to Thy house, 
O Lord.” This is an obvious effort to re-emphasize 
our adherence to Bible holiness and seek to coordinate 
the entire Assembly proceedings toward an agreed up- 
on goal. No effort is made to over systematize or 
regiment the Assembly services. Rather, it is an effort 
to facilitate, as adequately as possible, the strength 
of 15,000 persons into a singleness of purpose. 

Thus, within 50 years, considerable change has 
taken place. Because of the large attendance, the 
Assemblies must now be conducted more or less on an 
impersonal basis. Notwithstanding, an informal, 
brotherly spirit pervades and characterizes the gen- 
eral atmosphere. Gone, however, is the carnival or 


festive air. It is the picture of a church “growing up” 
in concept, capability, and responsibility. 

We are now more conscious of the world and our 
responsibility to it. The world is also more aware of 
us and our potentialities. They realize we have a 
definite contribution to make to the welfare of the 
land. Consequently, religious, civic and political lead- 
ers visit our Assemblies and extend warm and cordial 
friendship. This does not mean we have become like 
the world. Rather, it means we are integrating our 
strength with that of others to help the world. 

Yes, 50 years has altered the Assemblies somewhat, 
but the same spirit pervades and the same principles 
undergird. While the virgin enthusiasm characteristic 
of a pioneer effort has doubtlessly waned, there is 
still present a devoted eagerness to honor Christ and 
to extend His kingdom work. The spirit which im- 
pelled the first Assembly to pledge to “spread the 
glorious gospel of the Son of God” still prevails. In 
this Assembly definite plans were adopted to strength- 
en our educational institutions, to undergird our 
world-wide ‘missions activities, and to greatly enlarge 
our evangelistic efforts. A program calculated to es- 
tablish a coast to coast radio broadcast was launched. 

So it is, we continue to move in the same direction 
but with greater strength. The Church of God moves 
ahead! Ours is the march of progress and as Victor 
Hugo says, “Progress is the onward stride of God.”

And yet, during this mission service, we felt the re- 
sponsibility of the great commission with renewed 
urgency as we saw the tremendous need for mis- 
sionaries to fill the open doors that await the message 
of the Church of God. Also as Brother Paul H. Walker 
preached, we felt that time was running out and 
that we must make haste if we were to pay the price 
to see the glory of God.

We could 
not help but be ashamed when we realized what a 
little effort had been put forth to win souls from the 
tremendous Negro population of the United States. 

All in all, these services seemed to serve the same 
purpose. They challenged us to go forth in this world 
truly as a royal priesthood, and a holy nation, showing 
forth the praises and works of Jesus Christ, the head 
of the Church, who has called us and commissioned 
us to perform this great work. May we heed this 
challenge and spread the light of the gospel to all the 
world in our generation.
